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LX VII. — A new Crab of the Genas Calappa from IFest 
Africa. By \V. 'l\ Calm.ax, D.Sc.

A SMALL but very interestinj^ colleetioii of Crustacea ol)taiued 
by trawling oIT La^os, W(\st Africai, has recently been ])re- 
sented to tlie Ib’itish .Miisenni (Natural History) i)y Mr. J. 
Caduian. of the \W*stern Fisheries, Ltd. Anionj^ them are 
five speriniens of a erab that appears to diilcr from any 
species hitherto described. 

Cala/jpa piscaturum, sp. n. 

Carapace about four-fifths as long as wide, very convex ; 
the longitudinal gi'ooves well marked, surface smooth, except 
fora few low and ill-tlefined tubercles aiit.u’iorly and scat- 
tered granules near the jiosttnior margin. Lateral expan- 
sions small, formed of amitcly triangular teeth, which are 
not (listinetly keeled on the upper surface ; laterally there 
arc three teeth, which are coiitiuued without any well- 
marked limit by the more obtuse teeth ol‘ the tintero-lateral 
margin, becoming obsolete anteri udy ; po>teriorly arc three 
more acute and well-sepaiated teeth on each side, the 'ast 
pair directed backwards, bounding the true hind margin, 
which is beaded ami convex or obscurely angled in the 
middle. 

Front projecting well beyond the orbits, with a deep exca- 
vation, the distance betwemi the ])oiiits about equal to two- 
thirds the width of the orbit. 

Ihulostoniial se[)tuni convex anteriorly. 

Crest of the mciiis fonr-lobed, each lobe with a shaiqi 
point, the anterior lobe acute and turned forwards. Outer 
surface of palm N\ith blunt tubercles aud scattered granules 
between them ; crest of palm with live palisade-like teeth 
ami three blunt tubv-reles; tooth at proximal end of lower 


border sharp, but not spiniform.

Remarks. In general aspect this species ap[)roaches the 
Mediterranean and West-African C. yranulata (Linn.), but 
differs from it and from all tlie other species of which speci- 
mens are available for comparison in the very large and 
backwardly directed teeth on the hinder margin of the 
A)ui. (C* May. X. Hist. 8er. 8. I’ol. xiv. '.M 
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carapace. According to the figure given by Brito Capello 
(Jorn. Sci. Lisboa, iii. 1871, pi. ii. fig. 2), C, guerini some- 
what resembles it in the disposition, although not in the 
size, of these teeth. Alcock suggests (J. Asiat. Soc. Bengal, 
Ixv. (2) 1896, p. 144) that Cl is based on a young 

specimen of C, lophos, but the specimens here described are 
too large for this character to be due to immaturity.

‘The Paradoxidian Fauna of a part of the Stockingford Shales.’

This communication deals mainly wdth a small subdivision of the 
Stockingford Shales occurring at the base of the Oldbury division. 
The beds have been termed the Abbey Shales, and are about 
100 feet thick, consisting mainly of blue laminated shales, although 
glauconitic sandj^ horizons occm* at frequent intervals. This small 
subdivision passes down into the Puiley Shales, while it is separated 
from the overlying shales (which are probably of Lower Maentwrog 
age) by a calcareous conglomerate lying upon an eroded siu-face of
